Fund, the district is now entering 
upon a most comprehensive and in- 
tensive campaign in the interest of 
this cause—a campaign which will 
later be carried into the other dis- 
tricts of the Conference, and from 
which large results are expected. 


A year ago the cnurcnes of the 


Central Penna. Conference were ask- 
ed to assume an apportionment of

World-wide Peace. 


OLIVE BRANCH TACKED ON 


'WHILE IN CONFERENCE 


Much of the Stupendous Appropria- 


tion, Though Generally Favored, 


May Never Be Spent 


When the Senate and House came 


together and agreed upon President 
Wilson's ^avy appropriation bill a 
thrill of patriotism went round the 
country. 


A noteworthy provision of this uni- 


versally approved measure lies in 
that paragraph which empowers the 
President to suspend construtcion of 
this colossal navy if an international 
agreement limiting armaments can 
lie effected at the close of the pre- 
-sent war. 


So, after all, this bill for national 


preparedness makes for peace. 


In the momentary impulse of patri- 


otism caused by this long step to- 
wards defense it may have been over- 
looked by many that the Navy Ap- 
propriation bill, while undergoing 
the changes made in conference, had 
a good strong "olive branch tacked 
on it, and while it will put this coun- 
try in position, as Admiral Dewey 
has said, to stand up before any sea 
power on the globe, it carries, too, 
a specific provision for the preserva^- 
tJcm of world-wide peace. 


> The text of these provisions re- 
veals the plan of the administration 
to work for international disarma- 
ment and also shows that big econ- 
omies might even be effected in the 
appropriations of 1916. 
The new 


paragraph reads as follows:

Disarmament Provisions 


v Upon the conclusion'1 of the war in 
Europe, or as soon as it may be done 
the President of the United States 
is authorized to invite all the great 
governments of the world to send

Naval 
Appropriation 
bill, 


carrying provisions for $31"),826,843 
or $45,857,588 more than the House 
had recommended, passed the Senate 
on July 21. Then came the struggle 
between conferees. President Wilson 
immediately set to work to urge the 
passage of the larger appropriation. 
The conferees had several sessions. 
Finally they presented the Senate's 
recommendations to the House for 
ratification 
and this was done, 
as 


stated, by an overwhelming vote. 


After 
accepting the big 
Senate 


building 
appropriation the 
House 


voted without roll call to accept the 
Senate amendment increasing the en- 
listed strength of the navy to 67,- 
800 instead of 61,500, as had been 
originally proposed by the House In 
case of emergency the President is 
authorized to increase the number 
of enlisted men to 87,000. • 


But the Administration is working 


around to the idea of a League to 
Enforce Peace, as intimated in one 
of the speeches of the President last 
spring. 
The United States would be 


willing to put its bulk of force in the 
arch that would support the peace of 
the world. 
Such an arrangement, 


however, must take into considera- 
tion the limitation immediately of 
naval armaments since this is the 
most costly item of all. And the 
Washington Government is preparing 
to move decisively toward that end 
as soon as the European war is over.

secure 


peaceful determination of all inter- 
national disputes, and which shall 
render unnecessary the maintenance 
of competitive armaments, then and 
in that case such naval expenditures 
as may be inconsistent with the en- 
gagements made in the establish- 
ment of such tribunal or tribunals 
may be suspended when so ordered 
by the President of the United States. 


This naval appropriation bill may 


not only be the last of such size ever 
to be passed for 'armament, but it is 
entirely 
possible, as 
may be seen 


from the above quoted paragraphs, 
that much of the money authorized 
for naval construction may never be 
Spent at all.

The Philippines "Cot of Politics" 


The moral effect of the elimination 


of the Clarke amendment can hard- 
ly be overstated. It means that the 
Democratic leaders at Washington, 
including the President and those 
responsible for legislation, who had 
only a few weeks RRO definitely de- 
termined to abandon the Philippines 
have been impelled by the force o1 
public opinion to change their posi- 
tion. And this they have done with 
celerity, and with striking freedom 
from any sort of fixed convictions. 
The measure as adopted contains the 
original Jones preamble, which de- 
clares it to be the purpose of the 
American people to withdraw from 
the Philippines when the people o'f 
the archipelago are able to maintain 
a responsible government and go it 
alone as a separate nation. But this 
preamble amounts to nothing except 
a guess which will not be accepted 
in any quarter as having concrete 


j signifiance. 
A prematurely created 


j Philippine nation would be far worse 
than Mexico. It would become not 
only a scene of internal chaos, but a 
bone of contention among rival pow- 
ers and a cause of civil and foreign 
wars. 
Few regions in the whole 


| world have as much of freedom, jus- 
tice, and opportunity as the Philip- 
pine Islands now have under the 
friendly tutelage of Jncle Sam. 
We 


have assumed a responsibility for the 
welfare of the people within the 
islands and for the protection of in- 
ternational 
interests. 
This highly 


"temperamental" 
Administration— 


now cheerfully changing its mind 
and accepting the public view—will 
stand up to its duty and carry on 
our useful work (in so far as it may 
he possible under the now law which 
makes undue haste).

THE ARREST OF PAUL.

LESSON TEXT—Acts 21:17-40. 
GOLDEN TEXT—Thou shall be a wit 
ness for him unto all men o£ what thou 
hast seen and heard.—Acts 22-13. 


No study of the book of Acts is 


complete unless the teacher impresses 
upon his pupils the opportunities for 
living the Christian life in the norrna 
environment of the home or school 
at work or play. 
Deep interest at- 


taches to every detail leading up to 
Paul's visit to Rome. Therefore let 
the teacher trace Paul's journey from 
Mileta to Jerusalem, which oecupiec 
about four weeks, and took place in 
the early part of the year A. D. 57. 


1. The Arrival (vv 17-20). The Spirit 


revealed to the disciples and to proph- 
ets that if Paul went to this city he 
would be in great danger, and the 
Spirit was not forbidding but only 
teaching him for he knew Paul hac 
a great work to do in Jerusalem, and 
that he only could do it. Everywhere 
Paul went he "searched for" (v. 7) 
disciples, with whom he tarried anc 
whom he enlightened in the way of 
truth. Arriving in Jerusalem, he ap- 
pears to have made his home with 
Mnason, outside of the crowded city, 
thus being less exposed to danger and 
finding a place of rest. At a public 
reception (v. 18) Paul reports of his 
work, and no doubt he laid his strong- 
est 
emphasis on what 
God had 


wrought 
through 
him, among the 


churches of Asia. The leaders of the 
Jerusalem church received the" gifts 
Paul 
brought 
from 
the 
Gentile 


churches, glorified God for what he 
had accomplished, but saw clearly 
that, to accomplish his statesmanlike 
purpose, something must be done to 
make clear that the false reports as 
to Paul's teaching were discredited 
(w. 20-22). They therefore resorted 
to diplomacy (w. 23-20). 
To the 


many thousands of Jews gathered on 
this festival occasion in the city, 
some of •whom were zealous for the 
law. they declared first that Paul 
taught all the Jews which were among 
the Gentiles not to fors.ike Moses; 
second, that he had not taught them 
not to walk after the customs of 
Moses. The facts were Paul obeyed 
the Jewish ceremonial laws person- 
ally, as a matter of race, not as a 
condition of salvation. 
II. The Arrest (w. 27-30). 
Paul's 


attempt at conciliation resulted not 
n peace but In more discord. Every 
:rue servant of God Is sure to be mis- 
represented, and it will not do always 
:o attempt to set straight all the lies 
;hat are told about him. God will 
.ake care of the lies and of our repu- 
tations. 
Most of the charges that 


men, 
even Christians, bring against 


one another are based upon "sup- 
position" (v. 29). It was not a new 
expedience for Paul to be mobbed. Aa 
the maddened Jews dragged him out 
of the temple he must have recalled 
lie treatment of Stephen in which he, 
limself, had had a hand (7:57, 58). 
How frequent it Is that we, ourselves, 
are In due time treated in the same 
way In which we have treated others 
Gal. 6:7). 
It was the intention of 


he Jews to kill Paul at once without 
a trial (26:9, ]"). They fancied they 
were doing God's service (John 16:2). 
This losson is n striking example of 
the utter folly pnd wickedness of mob 
law. Paul's tl'ne had not yet come, 
and all the mo''s on earth could not 
Mil him until G .d permitted It. 


III. 
The Arraignment (vy. 37-40). 


Tidings of the riot came to the chief 
captain, equivalent to our colonel 
(Acts 23:20). Paul was bound with 
two chains, one from each of his arms 
to a soldier, secured, yet left free to 
walk with his guards, thus fulfilling 
the prophecy of Agnbus (v 21). Mobs 
usually have great respect for sol- 
diers, for they are Inwardly cotvardly. 
No sooner was Paul on tho M:iirs 
which lod to the top of the fortress 
than tho mob. afraid lint they wore 
about to bo Miked of their vengeance,

the keen sense of added responsibility 
ivith winch this honor fills (I had al- 
•nost said burdens) me as I think of 
the great issues of national life and 
policy involved In the present and im- 
mediate future conduct of our govern- 
ment. I shall seek, as I have always 
Bought, to justify the extraordinarj 
L-onlidence thus reposed in me by striv- 
'ng to purge my heart and purpose oi 
every personal and of every mislead- 
ing party motive and devoting everj 
energy I have to the service of the na- 
tion as a whole, praying that I rnaj 
continue to have the counsel and sup- 
port of all forward-looking men at ev- 
ery turn of the difficult business. 


For I do not doubt that the people 


of the United States will wish the 
Democratic party to continue in con- 
trol of the government. They are not 
in the habit of rejecting those who 
have actually served them for those 
who are makisig doubtful and conjec- 
tural promises of service.

American skill, enterprise, and capa- 
city, and a very tender regard for the 
profitable privileges of those who had 
gained control of domestic markets 
and domestic credits; and yet had en- 
acted antitrust laws which hampered 
the very things they meant to foster, 
which were still and inelastic, and in 
part unintelligible. It had permitted 
the country throughout the long period 
of its control to stagger 
from one 


financial crisis to another under the 
operation of a national banking law 
of its own framing which made strin- 
gency and panic certain and the con- 
trol of the larger business operations 
of the country by the bankers of a 
few reserve centers inevitable; had 
made as if it meant to reform the law 
but had faint-heartedly failed in the 
attempt, because It could not bring it- 
self to do the one thing necessary to 
make the reform genuine and effec- 
tual, namely, break up the control of 
Mmill groups of bankers.

• ithout national aid or advice in find- 
ng the places and the industries in 
vhich their labor was most needed.

Little intelligent attention was paiel 
to the army, and not enough to the 
n a \ \ . The other republics of /Vmerica

What Democrats Have Done. 


The tariff has been revised, not on 


the 
principle 
of 
repelling foreign 


trade, but upon the principle of en- 
couraging it, upon something like a 
footing of equality with our own in 
respect of the terms of competition, 
and a tariff board has been created 
whose function it will be to keep the 
relations of American with foreign 
business and industry under constant 
observation, for the guidance of our 
business men and of our congress. 
American energies are now directed 
towards the markets of the world. 


The laws against trusts have been 


clarified by definition, with a view 
to making it plain that they were not 
directed against big business but only 
against unfair business and the pre- 
tense of competition where there was 
none; and a trade commission has 
been created ij-ith powers of guidance 
and accommodation which have re- 
lieved business men of unfounded 
feia-s and set them upon the road of 
hopeful and co. fident enterprise. 


By the federal reserve act the sup- 


ply of currency at the disposal of ac- 
tive business has been rendered elas- 
tic, taking its volume, not from a fixed 
body of investment securities, 
but 


from the liquid assets of daily trade. 


Effective measures have been taken 


for the re-creation of an American 
merchant marine and the revival of 
the American carrying trade. 


The interstate commerce commis- 


sion has been reorganized to enable 
it to perform its great and important 
functions more promptly and more ef- 
ficiently. We have created, extended 
and improved the service of the par- 
cels post. 


For the farmers of the country we 


have 
virtually 
created 
commercial 


credit, by means of the federal reserve 
act and the rural credits act. They 
now have the standing of other busi- 
ness men in the money market. 
We 


have successfully regulated specula- 
tion in "futures" 
and 
established 


standards in the marketing of grains. 
By an intelligent warehouse act we 
have assisted to make the standard 
crops available as never before both 
for systematic marketing and as a 
security for loans from the banks. 


For Labor and Children. 


The workingmen of America have 


been given a veritable emancipation, 
by the legal recognition of a man's 
labor as part of his life, and not a 
mere marketable commodity; by ex- 
empting labor organizations from proc- 
esses of the courts which treated their 
members like fractional parts of mobs 
and not like accessible and responsi- 
ble individuals; by releasing our sea- 
men from involuntary servitude; by 
making adequate provision for com- 
pensation for industrial accidents; by 
providing suitable machinery for me- 
diation and conciliation in industrial 
disputes; and by putting the federal 
department of Labor at the disposal of 
the workingman when in search of 
work. 


We have effected the emancipation 


of the children of the country by re- 
leasing them from hurtful labor. We 
have instituted a system of national 
aid in the building of highroads such 
as the country has been feeling after 
for a century. 
We have sought to 


equalize taxation by means of :;n 
equitable income tax. We have taken 
the steps that ought to have been 
t;fken at the outset to open up the re- 
sources of Alaska. 
We have pro- 


vided for national defense upon a 
scale never before seriously propos.-l 
upon the responsibility of an entire 
political party. 
We have driven the 


U'riff lobby from cover and obliged it 
to substitute solid argument for pri- 
vate influence. 


Foreign Policy Stated. 


In foreign affairs we have been 


guided 
by 
principles 
clearly 
con- 


ceived and consistently lived up to. 
Perhaps they have not been fully com- 
prehended because they have hitherto 
governed international affairs only in 
theory, not in practice. They are sim- 
ple, obvious, easily stated, and funda- 
mental to American ideals. 


We have been neutral not only be- 


cause it was the tixed and traditional 
policy of the United States to stand 
aloof from the politics of Europe and 
because we had no part either of ac- 
tion or of policy in the influences which 
brought on the present war, but also 
because it was manifestly our duty to 
prevent, if it were possible, the indefi- 
nite extension of the fires of hate and 
desolation kindled by that terrible con- 
diet and seek to serve mankind by re- 
serving our strength iind our resources 
for the anxious and diflicult days of 
restoration and healing which must 
follow, when peace will have to build 
i1.s house anew. 


The rights of our own citizens of 


course became involved ; that was in- 
evitable. Whore they did this was our 
guiding principle: that property rights 
can be vindicated by claims for dam- 
ages when the war is over, and no mod- 
ern nation can decline to arbitrate 
such claims; but the 
fundamental 


rights of humanity cannot be. The loss 
nf life is irreparable. Neither can di 
reel violations of a tuition's sovereign- 
ty await vindication in suits for tiara 
ages. 


As to Mexico. 


While Europe was at war our own 


continent, one of our own neighbors 
\vas shaken by revolution. 
In tha 


matter, too, principU- was plain and i 
was imperative that wo should live uj 
to it if we were to deserve (he trust o 
any real partisan of the right as fret 
men see it. We have professed to be 
lievo, and we do believe, thai the peo 
jile of siiuill and \\eak states have Jhe 
right (o expect to be dcjalt with ex'uct 
ly as tho people of big and power!u 
Kt,".ti

Our recent pursuit of bandits into 


Mexican territory was no violation Ci 
:hat principle. We ventured to enter 
Mexican territory only because Uiere

:ould protect our border from hostile • 
ittack and our own people from vio- 
lence, and we have committed there 
10 single act of hostilHy or interfer- 
jnce even with the sovereign authority 
>f the republic of Mexico herself. 


Many serious wrongs against the 


property, many irreparable 
wrongs 


igainst the persons, of Americans have 
aeen committed within the territory of 
Uexico herself during this confused 
•evolution, wrongs which could not be 
effectually checked so long as there 
vus no constituted power in Mexico 
ivhich was in a position to check them. 
We could not act directly in that mat- 
ter ourselves without denying Mexi- 
cans the right to any revolution at all 
which disturbed us and making the 
^Mancipation of her own people await 
our own interest and convenience. 


Problems of.Near Future. 


The future, the immediate future, 


;vill bring us squarely face to face with 
uany great and exacting problems 
ivhich will search us through and 
through whether we be able and ready 
to play the part in the world that we 
nean to play. 


There must be a just and settled 


peace, and we here in America must 
'jontribute the full force of our en- 
thusiasm and of our authority, as a 
nation to the organization 
of that 


peace upon world-wide foundations 
that cannot easily be shaken. No na- 
tion should be forced to take sides In 
any quarrel in which its own honor 
and integrity and the fortunes of its 
own people are not involved; but no 
nation can any longer remain neutral 
as against any willful disturbance of 
the peace of the world. 


One of the contributions we must 


make to the world's pea<;e is this: 
We must see to it that the people in 
our insular possessions are treated 
in their own lands as we would treat 
them here, and make the rule of the 
United States mean the" same thing 
everywhere—-the 
same 
justice, 
the 


same consideration for the essential 
rights of men-. 


Besides contributing our ungrudg- 


ng moral and practical support to the 
stablishment of peace throughout the 
world we must actively and intelli- 
ently prepare ourselves to do our full 
ervice in the trade and industry 
which are to sustain and develop the 
.if e of the nations in the days to come. 


We have already been provident in 


this gr§at matter and supplied our- 


•Ives with the instrumentalities of 
rompt adjustment. We have created, 


the federal trade commission, a 


iieans of inquiry and of accommoda- 
ion in the field of commerce which 
ught both to co-ordinate the enter- 
rises of our traders and manut'ac- 
urers and to remove" the barriers of 
misunderstanding and of a too tech- 
ical interpretation' of the law. In 
the new tariff commission we have 
dded another instrumentality of ob- 
ervation and adjustment which prom- 
ses to be immediately serviceable. 


We have already formulated and 
greed upon a policy of law which 
will explicitly remove the ban now 
upposed to rest upon co-operation 
mongst our exporters in seeking and 
ecnring their proper place in the 
markets of the world. The field will 


e free, the instrumentalities at hand. 
At home also we must see to it that 
tie men who plan and develop and di- 
ect our business enterprises shall en- 
oy definite and settled conditions of 
aw, a policy accommodated to the 
reest progress. We have set the just 
and necessary limits. 
We have put 


all kinds of unfair competition under 
he ban and penralty of the law. 
We 


nave barred monopoly, These fatal 
and ugly things being excluded, we 
must now quicken action and facili- 
ate enterprise by every just means 
vithin our choice. 
There will be 


peace in the business world, and, with 
teace; revived confidence and life. 


We ought both to husband and to 


develop our natural resources, 
our 


mines, our forest-^ our water power. 


'. wish we could have made monp prog- 
ress than we have made in this vital 
matter. 


We must hearten and quicken the 


spirit and efficiency of labor through- 
out our whole industrial system by 
every%\ here and in all occupations do- 
ng justice to the laborer, not only by 
paying a living wage, but also by 
making all the conditions that sur- 
round labor what they ought to be. 


We must co-ordinate the railway 


systems of the country for national 
use, 
and must facilitate and promote 


thejr development with a view to that 
co-ordination 
and 
to 
their 
better 


adaptation as^ a whole to the life und 
trade and defense of the nation. The 
life and industry of the country can 
be free and unhampered 'only if these 
arteries are open, efficient, and com- 
plete. 


Thus shall we stand ready to meet 


the future as circumstance and inter- 
national policy effoct their unfolding, 
whether the changes come slowly or 
come fast and without preface.

Finally one 
of the officers was able to reach the 
band leader and persuade him to put 
a silencer on the music. 


Big Ollie James made a big hit 


with those who could hear him when 
he called President Wilson the great 
peacemaker, that he had scored the 
greatest diplomatic victories. The 
cheering that greeted this tribute to 
the nation's Executive was of the wild 
sort and cheering was kept up for 
some time.
